Birth-rate Question.

An unusually beavy slump bath 
in the marrisge-r2te and in the 
bipth-rate vives an uncomfortable 
reminder of the persistence of 
certain sacial qurstiona, cotn- 
ments the VUlwerrer in a leading 
article. The more flattering turo 
which our vital statistics took 
after the close of the war is 
evidently exhausted, and these 
figures are once more under the 
regulation of normal causes. As 
tothe recruitrseat of papalation 
by birth: we can retoncile our- 
selves to a quantititive decline, 
a3 Jong a3 we can conserve what 
we receive ard so long as its 
quality in physical and other 
respects 13 OB & satisfactory level. 
A select race is stronger thana 
merely muititudinous. Bus while 
weare inaking proztfes3 inthe 
praservasion of the new iives, it 
js a disturbing fact that reproduc- 
tion is most rapid in classea which 
ara not foremost either in 
physical inheritance or in social 
tradition and equipment. The 
position is summed up ia the 
constanily verified circumstance 
that Shoreditch is breeding nearly 
twice as fast as Hampstead. 
That means s. preponderance of 
less favourable materia! for the 
building up of 2 ~ sound 
community. There is no doub: 
either about ityactuality or about 
ite seriousnesa. 

The situation sometimes 
loosely discussed as if it turned 
wholly upon a new failure of the 
mildfe clasa to reprodoce itself. 
The fall in the birth-rate is 
certainly mos? conssicuous there, 
but it is a mistake to suppose that 
that, more than any otbe: section 
ofthe society, has hitherto béen 
of stable composition, There 
have always been «steady 
currents of lapse and accession, 
——-periodically accelerated as 
they are under the special 
conditions of to-day. ‘The man 
wha stands socially ‘precisely 
where bis grandfather did is 
probsbiy notin the majority any- | 
where. Therb is no dimioution |

of the mide clase; there is only 
an uguaually large importation of 
new atraing, and. the question is” 
of their fitness to perform ‘the 
fanctions of the position to which ” 
they -have attained. They are 
obvieasly bandicapped by lack of 
experiance and training—es wore

cuwstences. But there is a new 
element in-the case, in that they 
carry a prejadicial physical 
endowment charactaristic of the 
age and of their original enviran- 
ment, There hay never been any j 
rest! traubla about social axsimil. 
ation inthis country. A gener- 
ation or two makes the new 
family indistinguishable from the 
ald in standards, ideals, habits, or: 
capacity. Buin replenishing its’ 
numbers from the proletariat of } 
tho eighteenth century. or earlier | 
the middle class was drawing | 
upon: a reservoir of hart} 
physique. nourished by opon-air 
life and winnowed by all the 
forces of natural selection. 
In’ the lower ranks of the 
population today the existence 
of tha factory. has replaced that 
of the field, and natural selection 
has been beavily fettered by 
medical science. The healthr 
have" not the same chance ‘of 
robustness, and tha weaklings are 
preserved to braed along with 
them. . Everything indicates, 
indeed, that the poorer stocks mul 
tiply the faster, so that the physi- 
cal average steadily deteriorates 
exceptinsofarasthat which cao 
be counteracted by social policy. 
What we have to worry about is 
neither the decline of the middle 
class northe change in its mem- 
bership: these are old phenom- 
ens, even if they are to be wit- 
nessed just now in an unusually 
accentuated form. The real 
anxiety is the devolving of middie- 
class responsibilities upon men 
and women who, through no fault 
of their own, are withoat.the old 
phssical basis for efficiency. 

Itis only upon this analysis of 
the problem that real safe- 
guards can ba founded. Little 
can be expected from a 
propaganda of increased fertil- 
ity amynzy tha socially estab 
lished. . Transfusion ‘of classes 
will always continue, and the 
true objective mast be the pbysi- 
cal improvament-of the mags2s 
from whom fortune selects in- 
dividuals for promotion to a rank 
of greater importance in the com- 

rapple mora firmly than ever 

ith the social consequences of 


fre That is to ssy, we must 


he Indastrial Revolution, which [- 


stil! bas its crushing hand upon 
our national health and vitality. 
Congestion, impure air, perverse 
diet, and hygienic ignorance not 
only injure the industrial class 
itself, but ultimately impoverish 
the quality of those other 
classes inte which its blood per- 
colates and whose character it 
uitirsatety determines. It.” is 
particularly needful to re- 
member this when every im- 
palsive dedaction from financial 
straitness prompts to 2 reduction 
of public services. Tt is a 
peculiarly hard dilemma You 
cannot have social progress with- 
out taxation, .and. over-bearing 
taxation all the time. aggra- 
yates the conditions which it is 
desired tocure. But itis a case 
for patient adjustments, and not 
for dashing “cuts.” which woold 
simply abandon ths stroggls 
against social! and physical 
degeneracy. The middle claas 
can only purish itself in the loag 
run by ignoring the encroaching 
debility that is beneath in.
